eaid to him.

Stanton up to 3 P. M.. and this morning he for-
mally entered upon the discharge of his duties
as Secretary of War ad interim. Mr. Stanton
was at the War Department to-da- y for some
hours, engaged in turning over the books and
papers to General Grant. The Headquarters of
the Army will remain, as heretofore, in the
building at the corner of Seventeenth and II
streets, where the staff officers of General Grant
will discharge their duties.

General Grant will have his office in the War
Department building, and will discharge his
duties as Generul through Major Leet,
Assistant Adjutant-Genera- l, while his duties at
the War Department will be discharged through
Atijutsnt-Genera- l Townsend. No change will
pe made in the officers of the War Departmeot.
General Grant attended the Cabinet meeting to-

day in his new capacity ot Secretary of War.
Postal Affairs.

Postmaster-Genera- l Randall has directed the
Postmaster at San Francisco to make up and
forward the mails from San Francisco to Sitka,
Russian America, at the rate of fifty dollars per
round trip, the service not to exceed once a
month.
